GERMANS’ DEMANDS 


Complete Breakdown of 


Negotiations Looms in 


Face for Apparently 
Hopeless Deadlock. 


GENEVA, Oct. 8.—(UP)—Dele- 


gates to the disarmament conference, | 
gathering here for the meeting of the | 


steering committee tomorrow, were 


frankly pessimistic tonight. 
The steering committee will meet 
in the morning amid the blackest 


pessimism since the beginning of the 
disarmament movement two years 
ago. Even prospects of temporary 
stabilization of armaments at pres- 
ent levels until Europe's uneasiness 
has quieted appear to be fading, dele- 
gates admitted. 

The chief immediate reason is the 
diametrically opposed French and 
German positions on armaments. Del- 
egates also admitted that none knew 
what the t¢onference could do to 
avoid a complete breakdown, which 
none wants yet which none of them 
knows how to prevent. 

The problem centers around Ger- 
many’s demands for immedate pos- 
session of the major ‘defensive 
weapons which France possesses, 
while the French oppose any rear- 
mament of Germany whatsoever and 
insist on a four-year period of in- 
ternational arms control to test Ger- 
many’s good faith before scrapping 
anything more. se 

The United States, Great Britain 
and Italy wish to avert any substan- 
tial rearmament of‘Germany but have 
indicated a willingness to compromise. 
Their delegates, however, are corsid- 
erably annoyed at the extent of the 
German demands. 

DAVIS MAY ARRANGE PARLEY

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
reported plan to make a republican 


“removal” of William E. Humphrey 
from the federal trade commission 
gained prominence today as Humphrey 
marshaled legal resources to defend his 
job. 

Humphrey, holding that the presi- 
dent had no power to remove officials 
of an independent commission, was 
expected by some of his intimates to 
take definite steps within a few days 
to provide the legal weapons necessary 
to carry on his fight. Some repub- 
iican leaders were said to be ready to 
help him along political lines. 

Meanwhile, President Roosevelt was 
described as preparing to go ahead 
with his plans for remodeling and 
strengthening the commission as the 
primary federal agency fer regulating 
securities, and probably also as an 
NRA aid in enforcing industrial codes. 

Moving to that end were his ap- 
pointments of James M. Landis, Har- 
vard professor, and a democrat, and 
George C. Matthews, republican, Wis- 
consin securities expert. 

Landis in Charge. 
Landis, credited with a large share 


iin writing the securities act, was ex-| 
the commissioner en- | 


pected to be 
trusted with overseeing the act, while 
| Matthews probably would be charged 
with commission responsibility for any 
stock exchange regulatory legislation 
that may be passed eventually. Other 
members of the commission have had 
much experie:ce in dealing with prob- 
lems brought up by the industrial 
codes. 

How far republican leaders may be

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EXPLOSION OF GAS 
ON BRITISH SUB 
KILS 2: HURTS 13 


Blast Partially Destroys 
Submersible Just Re- 
floated After Ramming 
Rocks Off Scotland. 


| CAMPBELLTON, Scotland, . Oct. 
| 8.—(UP)—An explosion in the en- 
| gine room partially wrecked the Brit- 
_ish submarine L-26 today a few hours 
after. it had been refloated off the 
Paterson rocks, at the southeast cor- 
ner of Kintyre peninsula, | 

The casualties included two dead | 
and 13 injured, nine of them seri- 
| ously. The explosion occurred just 
'-below one of the mess decks amid- 
ship, where 50 men had just sat 
down to lunch. Officers and men 
rushed into the battery room. fight- 
ing their way through the fumes and 
flames to drag out the victims. The 
destroyer Mackay sent a party to aid 
in the rescue work. 

Gas Formed, 

One theory of the cause of the ex- 
plosion was that sea water seeped 
into the battery, forming gas which 
caused the blast. 

The official report said that the ex- 
plosion occurred in a battery, at 
12:10 p. m., as the L-26 was pro- 
ceeding to Campbelltown harbor with 
three other submarines, 

The injured were removed to a 
hospital in Campbelltown. Cause of 
the accident was undetermined and 
an inquiry was ordered. 

The L-26 carried a crew of 50 of- 
ficers and men. She ran onto the 
Paterson rocks last night, whole on 
her wav here from maneuvers, but 
was refloate! at high tide and _ pro- 
ceeded apparently in good condition, 
under her own power.

The syndicate, he said, apparently 
operated through gambling houses and 
night club figures and spread its ten- 
tacles throughout at least seven 
states. 

“It was not developed how large 
the operations of the group were,” 
said Green, “until investigators be- 
finding stolen securities in 
anks.”’ 

The securities were traced and ap- 
parently -were placed in banks and 
other institutions through machina- 
tions of the same group, he added. 
Stolen securities found their way into 
brokerage houses in some instances 
and investigation carried on quietly 
by the federal government amassed 
evidence against leaders of the ring. 

Investigators contacted scores 0 
witnesses who testified before’ the 
federal grand jury and indictments 
were obtained. 

It was not, however, until’ the 
death of Lebensberger Friday that 
announcement was made by Green 
and Johnson that the government was 
about to “blow the lid off” the work- 
ings of the syndicate.

CHICKADEE. 
There are loads of birds around the 


new place. I have seen but few spar- 
rows, no starlings and very few jays. 
Other more attractive species are 
there in abundance. Not that I class 
those three species as unattractive, 
but merely as less attractive than 
certain other species. Those chicka- 
dees, for example, are ‘way up the 
ladder for sheer attractive ways. 

I hear them almost every morning. 
They seem to have a wonderful time 
chasing around the trees in the gar- 
den, where they go through all sorts 
of acrobatics. They attack the plants 
with seeds exposed and always put 
on a show that is at once dainty and 
amusing. I have watched them haug- 
ing upside down, pecking away at an 
invisible something, and mounting 
twigs to . give voice to a throaty, 
buzzing, chatter of “chick-a-dee-dee- 
dee” that has something of the quality 
of sound of a minute electric buzzer. 


I have never seen the nest of a 


chickadee, yet it is one of our most 
familiar birds. During the coming 
winter you should be able to see them 
most plainly if you will place a feed- 
ing station near a convenient window. 
Winter is a pestect time to begin to 
study birds, by the way. Then our 
avifauna is reduced to its simplest 
terms, both as to species and num- 
bers. Further, the trees are barren 
of foliage and leaves offer no con- 
ceadlment for the most elusive members 
of the feathered fraternity. 


Chickadees are very fond of suet. 
If you can fasten a chunk of suet to 
a tree branch in plain sight. you will 
find these little fellows in black skull- 
caps swarming to it. There will also 
be others such as downy woodpeckers 
to delight your eyes, but .the chick- 
adees will be more numerous and 
friendly. I have seen photos of a 
chickadee perched on a man’s chin, 
pecking vigorously at a chunk of suet 
held between his lips. They are said 
to be very easy to persuade to eat 
from your hand, although I haven’t

“Second, the ministers confuse the 
Lord’s Day, the Sabbath and Sunday 
as a Christian institution with the 
civil, social and economic use of the 
first day of the week. Again we re- 
ply—the use of Sunday in its civil, 
social and economic aspects has no 
more relation to the Christian faitlr 
than it has to the Mohammedan, 
Buddhist or Confucian faith. It is 
a state matter, and not a church issue, 
a civil and not a religious question.

PASSES 3 BILLIONS 


$3,096,691,790 Loaned Up 
‘To September 30 To Aid 
Recovery Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(4)}—The 
Reconstruction Corporation has passed 
the three billion dollar mark in its 
actual outlay of cash, a total of $3,- 
096,691,790 having passed across its 
counter up to September 30 to help 
in recovery efforts. 

Out of this sum the corporation has 
received repayment totalling $878,985,- 
791, leaving $2,111,716,000 outstand- 
ing at the end of last month. 

Of the total outstanding, however, 
more than $450,000,000 has been ex- 
pended for relief purposes, $164,720,- 
184 being outright grants to states. 
The corporation also has supplied $3,- 
300,000 to the secretary of agriculture 
for use in carrying out the agricul- 
tural adjustment act.

The warning. of the Rockefeller 
liquor control study that the sur- 
viving dry states citer the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment will 
face an intensified threat from 
bootleggers puts such states on 
notice that they will not reap the 
benefits from the abolition of na- 
tional prohibition if plans are not 
laid for the same kind of local en- 
forcement that existed in pre-Vol- 
stead days. 

Such enforcement is possible, as 
was demonstrated in Georgia be- 
fore the passage of the eighteenth 
amendment, but the danger is that 
the slowing down of the activities 
of local enforcement agencies 
which has occurred during the 
prohibition era will permit the 
bootlegging fraternity to continue 
its sales of poisonous concoctions. 

Unquestionably, as indicated by 
the vote in Virginia, many of the 
dry states will discard their state 
prohibition laws incident to the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment, 
but in the states which do not do so, 
redoubled effort will be necessary 
to check the sale of illicit liquors if 
the damaging influence of the boot- 
legger is to be eliminated. 

It is probable that in time the 
people of every state in the union 
will apply to their local liquor sit- 
uation the wise decision reached to- 
wards national prohibition and that 
before many years the so-called 
dry states will have stubstituted 
control for prohibition. 

Until that time, there can be no 
questioning the wisdom of redou- 
bled efforts in the dry states to 
combat the threat of which the 
Rockefeller study warns. 

The report accompanies its 
warning with a note of doubt as to 
whether, in view of the lessons 
learned by the failure of national 
prohibition, it will be possible 
again to efficiently enforce state 
dry laws—an opinion doubly sig- 
nificant since the report is spon- 
sored by John D. Rockefeller, a 
life-long prohibitionist. , 

In this connection the 
says that “in view of the wide- 
spread evils which followed the 
adoption of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, we frankly are not impressed 
with the possibilities of prohibi- 
tion as a method of control even in 
individual states.

Apparently the action of this 
Louisiana grand jury is not as in- 
explicable as it appears on first 
sight. The remarkable timidity of 
the jury to incur prosecution costs 
seems to date back to the veto by 
Governor Allen some months ago 
of a bill designed to pay for past 
and future prosecutions. This, it 
would seem, leaves Louisiana with- 
out adequate laws specifying from 
what source the money to pay for 
such court costs shall come. 

Even in the face of such a situ- 
ation, it is inconceivable that a 
grand jury of reputable men would 
fail to indict a group of cold- 
blooded killers, about whose guilt 
there is not the slightest doubt. 
Certainly in the face, of such an 
attitude Louisiana can ill afford not 
to enact laws which will prevent 
such a miscarriage of justice, car- 
-rying, as it does in this instance, 
a direct threat to the safety of the 
public, 


THE REPUBLICAN SITUATION. 

Asking the question, “Will the 
republican party come back?” the 
Chicago Tribune, itself of that po- 
litical faith, feels that to do so. it 
must “learn from experience and 
purge itself of the error and folly 
with which its management went 
astray.” 

It believes further that “if the 
party’s management has lost re- 
cuperative power, the probabilities 
may include the development of an- 
other party. This is an extreme 
possibility. Adversity generally 
chastens and teaches, and behind 
the temporary cover of caution 
and consideration the regenerative 
forces of the old party may be gath- 
ering strength and wisdom.”

Its successes at the 
polls following the papular reaction 
against Mr. Wilson were so complete 
anu convincing that they went to the 
party’s head and it began to think 
of itself as invincible. This thinking 
resulted in the folly of a conclusion 
that whatever it did would receive 
the approval of the voters and that it 
and not the people determined how 
the country thought and what its 
wishes and purposes were. That was 
the high road to political failure when 
a republican administration was 
caught in the storm of hard times. 
It had become high-hatted and high- 
handed and suffered the consequences. 

The Tribune emphasizes that the 
republican party’s success during a 
half century has been because its 
policies were a genuine and honest 
expression of the great hopes of 
American people, and that it went

_ After the visit of M. Edouard Her- 

riot to the soviet union, M. Pierre 
Cot, France’s air minister, has ar- 
rived here in Moscow at the head of 
a squadron of fliers and accompanied 
by the officers commanding the 
French military aviation service. M. 
Cot’s general impressions might 
summed up in the words which he pro- 
nounced in the presence of all the for- 
eign correspondents in Moscow: “I am 
positively staggered by what I have 
seen in Russia. The soviets have 
achieved the incredible. And in so far 
as aviation is concerned, I take my 
hat off to them.” So much for M., 
Cot’s impressions. 

More interesting it would be to find 
out why the air minister went to the 
U. 8. 8S. R. and why the officers com- 
manding the French air force accom- 
panied him. Just a little social call? 
A holiday excursion for 12 French 
generals? It isn’t as simple as all 
that. France is alarmed over what is 
taking place across the Rhine. Dur- 
ing the last few weeks dozens of great 
European journals have been printing 
details about Germany’s secret re 
armament. Much of this might be ex- 
aggerated. but where there is smoke, 
there is fire. 

The French intelligence service, that 
is the espionage service, has discov- 
ered things on its own hook in Ger- 
many. “This material is of a very 
alarming character,” according to the 
statement of M. Daladier, France's 
prime minister and minister of war. 
In the light of this statement, the ob- 
ject of M. Cot’s visit to Moscow be- 
comes clearer. Russia was France's 
closest ally during the last war. If 
something along that line could be ar- 
ranged again, France would feel much 
more secure. Whether such a thing 
has been arranged is the secret of the 
diplomats. All we know is this: 
Henceforth, there will be a close tech- 
nical collaboration between French 
and Russian air development. Who- 


ever has ears to hear, let him hear!

The two great French advocates, 
Maitre Moro de Giafferi, a Corsican, 
one of the luminaries of the French 
bar, and Maitre Henri Torres, the 
most famous of criminal lawyers in 
France, offered themselves to plead 
the case of the men who are kept in 
chains under accusation of having set 
fire to the reichstag. They are com- 
munists. But the French lawyers are 
not communists.

A counter-process will be held in 
London simultaneously with the trial 
in Leipzig. There, the real documents 
will be presented before an interna- 
tional commission of inquiry under 
presidency of Lord Marley, vice presi- 
dent of the house of lords. 

European public opinion is con- 
vinced that the four prisoners in Ger- 
many are perfectly innocent. The real 
incendiaries are Herr Goering and 
Herr Roehm. There is not the slight- 
est question about this. The evidence 
is overwhelming. Tremendous mass 
meetings are being held in Paris to 
protest against the railroading of four 
innocent men. This movement of in 
dignation is by no means confined to 
the communists, as is shown by the 
active part which lawyers like De 
Giafferi and Torres are taking in it.

PARESIS AND ADHESIONS 
MAKE MANY UNNECESSARY 
CRIPPLES. 
What I have to say about adhesions 

is of general application, and I hope 

readers fill not write to me about 
their individual cases, for there is no 
advice I can offer. 

Adhésions that cause trouble are 
mainly due to too much rest, too 
much coddling, too prolonged splint- 
ing, ill-advised wearing of braces, 
arch preps, corsets, slings, crutches, 
and slighting or neglect of the exer- 
cise, use or activities advised by the 
physician. Well, anyway, exercises 
or work or use hypothetically pre- 
scribed by the physician. 

I want to be fair. I acknowledge 
that physicians are sometimes un- 
skilled and hence negligent in the 
application of modern principles in 
practice. One still finds unfortunate 
individuals carrying arms in splints 
for long weeks after the broken bone 
has “knit” or become united by cal- 
lus. This is an antiquated custom 
which is no longer followed by physi- 
cians or surgeons who are well 
trained. In most cases today the com- 
petent physician or surgeon removes 
all splints or bandages from the 
broken bone 24 hours or at least 
within the first few days after the 
injury, to see that ¢onditions are all 
right and to begin gentle manipula- 
tion, which he repeats daily for the 
first few weeks, massaging and mov- 
ing the injured member gradually 
more and more day by day. He leaves 
the splints off altogether in three 
weeks, more or less, and in most frac- 
tures thus treated the patients are 
using the injured members quite 
freely by the end of the month. y 
when there are special complications 
need the disability be prolonged as 
was the rule in old-time practice. 

The purpose of splints is not to 
hold the broken fragments together. 
The muscles, ligaments and other soft 
tissues around the sea of the frac 
ture do that. The purpose of splints 
is simply to give the muscles rest. 

A reasonable amount of rest is fine 
for an injured member, that where 
the injury is severe.

Premier Edouard Daladier announced 

here today that France would not dis- 

arm unless a definite arms reduction

accepted formally by the major pow- 
ers. 

The premier, in a stirring address at 
the closing of the radical-socialist par- 
ty convention here, warned Europe 
against the dangers either of war or 
an arms race which he feared even- 
eer would lead to another world 
conflict. 


Daladier pleaded for international 
co-operation for peace, but said the 
world had to face the facts that the 
armaments race threatening on the 
continent was a serious menace. He 
aimed his attack at Germany, and 
asked why Germany seeks the right to 
rearm instead of desiring disarma- 
ment. 

“The whole world knows France’s 
desire for peace,” the premier said. 
“We think of menacing or humiliating 
no one. That is why we are deter- 
mined to agree to no further reduc- 
tion of our forces until a sincere, loy- 
al international accord is reached ar- 
ganizing progressively for disarma- 
ment, assuring permanent and auto- 
matic arms control. 

Attacking inflationists, Daladier in- 
sisted the French government should 
oppose further devaluation or infla- 
tion of the franc. He threatened to 
resign if parliament pushes inflation 
demands. 


BERLIN DENIES DESIRE 
TO INCREASE TS

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Disarmament Given Set-Back 
By Hitler, Says Ashby Jones 


/ Noted Minister Defines 
Hitlerism as “National 
Egotism Leading to Civ- 
ilization’s Death.” 


4 - 

Preaching Sunday on the topic, 
“Hitler and Jesus,” Dr. M. Ashby 
Jones said that the German dictator 
has set the nerves of Europe on edge, 
crystallized the armies and armaments 
of surrounding nations and set back 
the cause of disarmament a quarter 
of a century. Dr. Jones defined 
Hitlerism as a type of “national ego- 
tism which leads to death and destruc- 
tion of civilization” and warned lest 
the present war of trade be turned into 
a war of armies. 


Speaking of Jesus as the foremost 
Jew of all times, Dr. Jones declared 
that Hitler “cannot strike the Jews 
without striking Jesus.” “And that is 
true the world around. Let those 
who call themselves the disciples of 
Jesus in America understand they 
can't justly exclude from the good 
things of life, the race of Jesus, with- 
out excluding Jesus.” 


Dr. Jones, who is preaching every 
Sunday morning as guest pastor for 
Central Congregational church, said 
in part: 

“My theme this morning is Hitler 
and Jesus. Perhaps the question has 
been in the minds of many, why Hit- 
ler and Jesus? What connection is 
there between Hitler and Jesus? So 
let me first justify my choice of the 
subject. When Hitler emerged from 
obscurity, proving himself to be one 
of the most remarkable demagogues 
in history, .he caught the attention, 
first of Germany, and then of the 
world, by the very fury of his attack 
upon the Jewish race. 

“Systematic Persecution.” 

“Then, when swept into power by 
the violent reactionary emotions of a 
nation, he began at once to translate 
his vituperative hatred of a race into 
systematic persecution. He declared 
war on the Jews—all Jews—any Jew, 
just because he was a Jew—even if 
he had but the filtered blood of a 
Hebrew from. the third generation. 
As. I read the authentic culminative 
testimony from day to day—trying 
fairly to eliminate the natural exag- 
gerations, and unverified stories Ne 
horror—of a government’s systematic 
campaign to impoverish and starve a 
half million of its citizens, just be- 
cause they were Jews, involuntarily 
the question forced itself to my lips, 
+ hae would Hitler do with Jesus the 
Jew? 

“We, too, might pause for a moment 
and place the emphasis on our thought. 
Jesus of Bethlehem and of Nazareth, 
was a Jew. Go read His genealogy 
given in your sacred Scriptures. The 
blood which coursed through His veins 
poured in unbroken current through 
the intervening generations from the 
heart of David, the poet-king, to His 
great heart. He was steeped in Jew- 
ish tradition, sentiment and thought. 
So familiar was He with Jewish lit- 
erature that the great sentences of 
Moses, Isaiah, Amos and the rest of 
the great prophets, flowed in familiar 
knowledge from His lips. He spoke 
the Aramic- vernacular of His day 
and read the Hebrew/texts of the 
scriptures of Hig people from syna- 
gogue platforms. He conformed to 
the religious customs of His people 
and was sensitively anxious that they 
should understand, that Hé ‘came not 
to destroy the law and the prophets’ 
but to fulfill them. And He 
Ilis people with passionate devotion. 
Nothing is more beautiful in litera- 
ture than the picture of Jesus weeping 
over His beloved Jerusalem with the 
passion of a mother: ‘How oft would 
Il have gathered thy children like a 
hen gathereth her brood beneath her 
wings.’ 

“Yes, Jesus was the most radiant 
representative of His race; And when 
Hitler the German summons the Ger- 
man people to make war on the Jew- 
ish people, there stands Jesus, the 
foremost Jew of all time. He cannot 
strike the Jews without striking 
Jesus. And that is true the world

“While it is true that Jesus was 
a Jew, He was infinitely more than 
a Jew. I am convinced that He never 
thought of Himself asa Jew. He never 
called Himself the son of Abraham. 
nor spoke of Himself as the son of 
David.

He 
who of all men was most clearly con- 
scious of His sonship to God, was 
most distinctly conscious of His 
brotherhood to all men. Here is the 
reason He could say ‘Whosoever.’ His 
message and His mission were to all 
men. Not one was to be excluded 
from the thought of His providence, 
nor the consciousness of His kinship. 
I said He was the most radfant rep- 
resentative of the Jewish race. \Yes! 
But more, He was the most radiant 
representative of the human race. He 
was the Son of Man, because He was 
the Son of God. ag 

“I say Jesus was a Jew, but in- 
finitely more. And that is true of 
every great one who has ever made a 
contribution of spiritual wealth to 
the world. He is infinitely more than 
the nationality or the race into which 
He was born. Socrates was Greek, 
Dante Italian, Goethe German and 
Shakespeara English. But they were 
more. They were human, with mes- 
sages to humanity. No race could 
confine their sympathies, and no lan- 
guage imprison their messages. God 
reveals His truth to men in the land 
and language of their birth, but His 
truth is for all men, and there comes 
a Day of Pentecost when truth bursts 
through the limitations of land and 
language and finds itself an utterance 
in every tribe and tongue under the 
sun, 

Sung Around World. 

“A Hebrew shepherd heard within 
his soul ‘The Lord is My Shepherd’ 
and poured forth the beauty of that 
psalm into the Hebrew tongue. But 
the Hebrew: language could not con- 
tain it. It has sung itself into every 
tongue and every. time. A Scotch 
vagabond throbbed with the beauty 
and the truth of ‘A mon’s a mon for 
a’ that,’ and sang his immortal song 
into his hill dialect. But no dialect 
could keep that message of Robert 
Burns—~it is good news for all human- 
ity, and it has sung itself around the 
world. 

“When our forefathers gathered in 
Philadelphia to write their creed of 
democracy, they did not write some- 
thing which they believed to be true 
of an Anglo-Saxon or a Frenchman, 
a Spaniard or a Hollander—but they 
wrote what they believed to be true 
of a man. ‘All men’ have inalienable 
rights. And I love to think that the 
American charta is a charta of hu- 
man rights, and he is un-American 
who would exclude any man from the 
protection of those rights, because of 
race or color, caste or creed. 

“It is not true that wherever a class 
consciousness — racial or national, 
caste or creedal—becomes dominant, 
it divides men into alien camps and 
breeds suspicion and enmities. It is 
the mother of group egotism, with its 
inflated sense of superiority and out 
of it has ben born the racial, national 
and religious wars of history. Group 
sense of superiority carries the deadly 
inferiority of other groups. How well- 
night impossible it is to be fair and 
just to those whom we call inferiors. 
Here is the deadly disease of Hitler- 
ism. It is the cultivation of a racial 
consciousness until it crowds out every 
other sympathy and interest, and 
makes a god of its own egotism. It 
declares a truceless war against all 
who will not submit to its rule, 
whether Jew, socialist, communist or 
foreigner, and sanctifies that war 
with the blessing. of a racial god. It 
is inevitable that the assertion of the 
_superiority of one national group shall 
| arouse the national consciousness and 
self-defensive spirit of all surround- 
ing national groups. Europe and the 
United States had, al! too slowly, 
‘heen won to a sympathetic attitude 
‘towards Germany because of the 
'wrongs done her in the Versailles 
treaty, and the failure to keep the al- 
lied promises in their treatment of her 
since the war. War reparations had 
been practically wiped out, and even 
I'rance was approaching in a con- 
ciliatory spirit the demand of Ger- 
many for'an equality of arms, Then 
came Hitler, and the streets of the 
cities resounded with the rhythmic 
goose step of a brown shirt army and 
Germany everywhere echoed with the 
‘rattle of swords.

Jurists To Meet After Week 
Of Studying More Than 
300 Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(?)— 
After working a week to decide what 
it will do with approximately 300 
cases, the supreme court will meet 
tomorrow to announce its action on 
a number of them... 

Oral arguments for the term will 
begin then also, several of the cases 
have attracted wide national inter- 
est. The first of them concerns Ken- 
tucky, involving gas rates at Lexing- 
ton, and presenting questions consid- 
ered of importance in utility regu- 
lations, 

The second case will be the re-ar- 
gument of the appeal of John (Jake 
the Barber) Factor, now living in 
Chicago, who is fighting extradition 
o Great Britain for trial on charges 

wing out of an $8,000,000 swindle. 
William D. Mitchell, former attor- 
ney-general, as counsel for Great Brit- 
ain, will be arrayed against Newton 
PD. Baker. one-time secretary of war, 
as counsel for Factor. 

Questions as to what constitutes 
Jawful search and seizure will again 
come before the court in the third 
case, that of J. J. Nathanson, con- 
vieted at Atlantic City. N. J., of 
violating the federal prohibition law. 

One of the bitterest legal fights 
of recent years will come up in the 
fourth case. involving the appeal of 
Major Charles A. Shepard, an army 
surgeon, convicted of the murder of 
4s wife on the Fort Riley (Kan.) 
military reservation. He contends 
she committed suicide, and is chal- 
lenging the admission of testimony 
by an enlisted man and a nurse to 
the effect that she had declared she 
was being poisoned. 

Among the other six cases now list- 
ed for oral argument is one of great 
importance to the shortline railroads 
of the country, inyolving $9.000,000, 
which the government paid them for 
losses suffered under federal control 
during the World War, and which 
the government will recover unless 
the high court reverses lower federal 
courts.

The story related by the secretary 
of the railroad president-suicide, 
brought to the audience by flashes of 
the past’ while the narrator talks on 
in defense of his late boss and life- 
long friend, is an absorbing one. 
Henry, the secretary, bares incidents 
in the life of Tom, the rail execu- 
tive, to justify the actions of his 
friend. Misunderstood and hated by 
the people, the suicide is brought to 
the listener in an entirely new light. 

Spencer Tracy is splendid in the 
role of the hard-driving, ambitious 
track-walker who meets and marries 
the school-ma’am, Colleen Moore. 
Colleen is back in pictures after a 
long absence. She is an older and 
better Colleen than the wild young 
thing of a few years ago; her dra- 
matie ability has improved greatly, 
and she reveals heretofore unknown 
qualities in her acting. Ralph Mor- 
gan, who plays Henry, gives’ the 
part sympathetic handling which 
brings the audience right in to the 
spirit of the picture as wiHing lis- 
teners. Helen Vinson is due a bit 
of credit for her work. 

“The Power and the Glory” is 
billed as the “first narratage pic- 
ture.” Narratage, it seems, consists 
of the system of cut-backs by which 
the story leading up to the suicide 
is told, with one characterr elating 
the incidents. The-manner of pre- 
senting the story has been handled 
by a master. 

Bob Hess, Paramount organist, de 
lights the audience with a few num- 
bers, including songs both old and 
new, under the billing, “Changes in 
Times.” “Fisherman’s Holiday,” a 
‘Sport Thrill, shows how tuna gets 
into: the can that you buy at the 
store. Noble Sissel and his band per- 
form musically in a well-planned short 
sketch. The newsreel includes late 
developments in the Cuban situation.

INFLATION ISSUE 
RULES BUND MARI 


Prime Investments Gen- 
erally Maintain Steady 
To Firm Tone.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—(@)—The 
bond market displayed considerable in- 
decision during the past week as sen- 
timent ebbed and flowed on the ques- 
tion of sound money and inflation. 

Prime investment issues, including 
United States government securities, 
generally maintained a steady to firm 
tone throughout a week that was re- 


plete with reports and rumors con- 
cerning the administration’s monetary 
policy. The best grade loans indi- 
cated the growing belief that the gov- 
ernment would not experiment with 
drastic currency expansions as a 
means of promoting national recovery, 
but would depend largely upon broad- 
ening of the credit horizon and the 
releasing of hundreds of millions of 
dollars tied-up bank deposits. 

At the same time, as the infla- 
tionary wave appeared to recede, many 
secondary liens of all categories, which 
had accompanied common stocks on 
the upward  spring-summer drive, 
turned heavy or rallied along with 
equities. As the week closed consid- 
erable confusion enveloped the more 
speculative groups.

An- 
ticipation of a bearish bureau report 
on Monday, October 9, also checked 
buying and led to more or less liqui- 
dation, but “price fluctuations during 
the first half of the week were nar- 
row. | 

Later a growing conviction that the, 
bureaw crop forecast would be bearish 
and an increase in hedge selling 
against the heavy movement of the 
crop to market and large sales of 
spots in the south caused prices to 
ease off and the price level showed 
a drop of fully 50 points from the 
closing levels of Saturday last. 


On the closing day of the week the 
market was stimulated by the long ex- 
pected announcement of the details for 
financing the promised 10 cents ad- 
vance on cotton of this crop. Prices 
recovered about 30 points from the 
low levels of Friday but soon lost this 
advance and the week closed with a 
net decline of 53 points. 

The demand for spot cotton was 
heavy not only from domestic and 
for spinners but from the co-opera- 
tive ‘associations and large spot trad- 
ers. This good demand evidently was 
based on anticipation of higher prices 
when the plan to advance to 10 cents 
on cotton goes into full effect. 

While exports this week have been 
more moderate, stock on shipboard at 
leading gulf ports is fully 50,000 bales 
ahead of last year, pointing to liberal 
shipments in the next few days.

DOWNWARD MOVEMENT 
CONTINUES IN COTTON 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—4#)—Cot- 
ton failed last week to shake off the 
influence of downward movements in 
stocks and grain. Prices were pulled 
down about $2.50 a bale during the 
period and traders viewed the swing 
as a sympathetic response to unset- 
tlement in other markets. 

Another factor in the rather 
steady pressure on @otton during 
most of the week was the general 
inclination of speculative holders of 
the staple to even accounts before 
publication of the October 1 official 
crop estimate on Monday.
